Macon, Ga., December &.—The sentence 
by Judge Felton, in the superior court, 
of Tillman: Pharr to twelve months on 
the chaingang closes a case of more than 
ordinary interest in view of its curious 
development. Pharr, a year ago, beat 
the woman he then called his wife and 
the mother of his children so severely 
that her death ensued. At the time the 
neighbors were not fully aware of the 
cause of death and the poor woman was 
buried without examination of the case 
by the coroner, and it was impossible 
to establish the fact of actual murder. 
Pharr was afterward arrested for wife- 
beating and in the course of the trial he 
set up that the woman was not his 
wife, but only his mistress, and that the 
children were, therefore, born out of 
wedlock. His defense rested upon this 
extraordinary point, and the jury was 
compelled to find him guilty only of as- 
sault and battery. The judge made the 
best of the matter by giving Pharr the 
highest possible sentence under the 
finding—twelve months on the gang at 
hard labor. 

J. R. Fried & Co.’s Case. 

Judge John P. Ross has deen dis- 
charged as receiver for J. R. Fried & 
Co., wholesale dry goods dealers, and 
has, with Mr. Sam Mayer, of Augusta, 
been appointed trustee.

One State Where the Chief Bxecutive 
Gets Relief. 

BUT FEW OFFICERS WAMED BY i. 


Census Figures Will Give the State 


Another Congressman—Gossip 
About Senatorship. 


Tallahassee, Fla., December 8.—(Special.) 
The first week of December seems to 
have been marked in every section of 
Florida by unusual political dullness, and 


equally as striking industrial activity. 
For those citizens who love political strife 
and excitement there is no state question 
in immediate issue, and even the inaugu- 


ration of Governor-elect Jennings—which 


is merely a political form and social func- 
tion—will not occur until the 8th of Jan- 
vary. : 

The new governor has been practically 
shorn of all political patronage. and he 
is thus almost entirely relieved of those 
pressing demands for the: appointment 
of friends to offices, which have always 
heretofore been the source of embarrass- 
ment and annoyance to the newly-elected 
chief executive; for while neither the 
state constitution nor the statutes which 
leave the filling of certain important and 
remunerative state offices—such as state 
chemist, state attorneys, adjutant gene- 
ral, etc.—to gubernatorial appointment 
have been changed in any way, the demo- 
cratic primary, held on November 6th, 
designated the choice of the party for the 
incumbency of all appointive state and 
county offices during the next two years, 
and Mr. Jennings, having made his race 
tor governor on a democratic platform 
which says, It shall be deemed the duty 
of the governor accepting the nomination 
of this convention to appoint to offices the 
persons go nominated,” is not at all likely 
to disregard the voice of the primaries 
in making his appointments. 

The only new cabinet officer to be in- 
stalled next month is Commissioner of 
Agriculture B. E. McLin. He can con- 
trol personally but two clerkships, and 
no information has yet reached the cap!- 
tal as to who will fill them. It ia believed 
here that the present clerks of the agri- 
cultural department—Meesars. Elliot and 
Costa, will, on account of their special 
training and long experience, be retained, 
for some months at any rate. 


The retirement of Governor William D. 
Bloxham and Commissioner of Agriculture 
Lucius B. Wombwell! from office at the be- 
a@inning of the new year will remove from 
active public life, temporarily at least, 
two of the most distinguished men in 
Florida's history; two who have been 
among the bright, ,particular stars and 
most valuable servants of the democratic 
party for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury. 

In 1860 Mr. Bioxham, then twenty-five 
years of age, was sent to the legisiature 
by the democrats of Leon county, of 
which Tallahassee ts the county seat. 
From that day to this Mr. Bloxham has 
been awarded a place in the frofit: rank 
of his party’s leaders. Throughout the 
war and reconstruction periods no man 
was more active or useful in battling to 
regain control of the state government 
for the white democrats, and when the 
first victory was won in 1876, Mr. Bloxham 
was made secretary of state to serve for 
four years. He appointed Mr. Womb- 
well to be his chief clerk. At the end of 
this term Mr. Bloxham was elected gov- 
ernor of Florida and his first term in 
that high office was from 1881 to 188%. The 
faithful and brilliant young Wombwell 
was taken into the executive office during 
that term to be Governor Bloxham’s pri- 
vate secretary. The systematic develop- 
ment of Florida's varied and valuable re- 
sources was begun and encouraged by 
that administration. and has continued 
uninterruptedly, notwithstanding the dis- 
astrous freeze of 18%, which caused a 
loss of over $30,000,000 to the state’s lead- 
ing industries. 

In 1885 Governor Bloxham was succeeded 
by that noble old confederate general, 
Edward A. Perry. of Pensacola. Governor 
Perry retained Mr. Wombwell as private 
secretary until the summer if 1888 when 
the latter, having been nominated for 
commissioner of agriculture, resigned the 
private secretaryship. Mr. Bloxham was 


a | next offered the post of minister to Bolivia 


by President Cleveland in 188, but declin- 
ed the appointment. A few months later 
he was appointed surveyor general of 
Florida by the president and he'd that 
place until the Harrison administration 
came in in 1889. - In 1890 he was appointed 
state comptroller by Governor Fleming 
to fill out the unexpired term of General 
William D. Barnes, who was made judge 
of the first judicial cifeuit. In 1898 Mr. 
Bloxham was elected comptroller for the 
full term of four years, and at the exp 
ration of that term he was again elec 
governor for the four-year term no 
about to expire. The state constitution 
‘prohibits any governor from being ‘his 
own immediate successor, but for which 
there is scarcely a doubt that Governor 
Bloxham would have been chosen by the 
people to serve the next term as Fiorida’s 
chief executive. Meantime, Mr. Womb- 
well was elected commissioner of agri- 
culture in 1888 and re-elected in 1898 and 
1896. The lotation in office idea was worked 
successfully against him in the last dem- 
Ocratic state convention, and State Sena- 
tor McLin got the nomination for com- 


There Is No Immediate Issue Before

ecg ce the tnabhe that Hon. J, Bmmet 
Wolfe, af Pensacola, one of.

The public men here who make 
state politics a subject of constant and 
careful study are of the opinion that 4 
dark horse will win the speakership, and 
they believe he will be Hon. Thomas L. 
Clarke, representative from Jefferson 
county and one of the :eaders of the 
Florida bar. Mr. Claris ie not seeking 
the honor and his serviees on important 
committees would probably be more de- 
siradie, but his all- around mess as & 
presiding officer would make him for- 
midable candidate for speaker if. be is in- 
duced to enter the race. 

If there is to be a contest for the pres!- 
dency of the state senate it has not yet 
taken shape. It is said that Hon. Thom- 
as Palmer, of Tampa, representing the 
eleventh senatorial district. has assur- 
ances of strong support for this place and 
no other name has yet been much heard 
of in opposition to Senator Paln¢gy. He 
fas had much experience in the state 
senate and was permanent chairman cf 
the last democratic state convention. The 
president of the senate stands first in ‘ine 
of succession to the governor. 


Florida's population having increased 
from 391,423 in 1890 to 528,570 in 1900, it 
seems to be quite definitely settled that 
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this state will have one additional con-“ 


gressmman under the new congressional 
apportionment... Indeed, the first bill in- 
troduced at the present session of con- 
grese—the Crumpacker reapportionment 
bill—provides for an additional represen- 
tative from this state. The next legisia- 
ture will therefore have to divide the 
state into three congressional districts 
instead of two, as at present. Consider- 
able interest is being manifested in this 
matter of division and wide differences 
of apinion exist as to how it should be 
done. 

Some think the additional congressman 
should be elected from the state at larce, 
but those holding to this view seem to be 
in a decided minority. Others agree that 
all of the state west of the Suwannee 
river, except Lafayette county, should be 
formed into one district, but they dis- 
agree as to whether easte u and peninsu- 
lar Florida should be divided for the 
other two districts by an east and weat 
line or by a north and souta line. 

Men who have done the most careful 
Aguring on thie matter and who are fa- 
millar with general conditions existing 
throughout the state express the opinion 
that in order to serve the three prime ob- 
jecta of this redivision—approximate 
equality of population, contiguity of 
territory and harmony of intereste—the 
most feasible and satisfactory pian of di- 
vision would be to make one district west 
ef the Suwannee and divide the rest of 
the state by a north and south line for 
the other two districts. 

Under this arrangement the new first, 
or west Florida., district would be com- 
posed of Escambia, Santa Rosa, Walton, 
Holmes, Washington, Jackson, Calhoun, 
Franklin, Liberty, Gededen, Leon, Wa- 
kulla, Jefferson, Madison and Taylor 
counties, with a total population ef 178,193. 

The second, or west Peninsular, district 
would contain Lafaydtte, Mamiiton, Sur 
wannee, Columbia. Levy, Aiaghua, Cit- 
rus, Sumter,’ Hernando, Paste, Hiltsboro, 
Manatee, Lee and Monroe counties, with 
an aggregate of 178,879 inhabitants. 

The third, or east coast, <):trict would 
have Baker, Nassau, Duval, St. Johns, 
Clay, Bradford, Putnam. Marion, Volu- 
sia. Lake, Orange, Osceola, Brevard.

Chicago, December 8.—Six hundred tel- 
egraph operators on the lines of the At- 
chison, Topeka and Santa Fe railroad 
struck today in sympathy with the opera- 
tors on the Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe 
railroad, a branch of the Atchison sye- 
tem, who went out last Thursday. The 
foregoing statement is according to tha 
best Information obtainable from the com- 
panx's officials tonight. The entire num- 
ber of operators on the system is 1.200, 
of which 910 are said to be union men.

MAILS IN CHINESE EMPIRE 


M. ROBINSON,an old Atlanta boy 

H formerly connected with the office 
e of the superintendent of railway 
mail service, is now in China looking af- 
ter United States mail matters in the 
neighborhood of Tien Tsin. 

He arrived in China in September and 
haa since been actively at work forward- 
ing mails. In a recent letter received by a 
friend in Atlanta, Mr. Robinson gives 
some interesting information about the 
present peaceful situation in China. He 
says: 

“All of the United States troops to be 

_ left in Tien Tsin, together with the dif- 
ferent departments here will be located in 
a place near the center of the city, to 
be called Liscum barracks. We intena 
moving there when it has been properly 
fitted up and will be the post military 
postal station; also the distributing and 
dispatching office of all incoming and out- 
going mall to and from our forces here. 

“As yet, I have not been to Pekin, as 
it takes from four to six days to go by 
boat or overland, but when the ralilroaa 
ia repaired we can then go in a’ day's 


time, or less. This city is located twenty- 


ö miles from Tongku, and at present 
@ tailway schedule is two hours each 


way. The rallroad is now being operated 


sn Bi Russlans, but in the interest of 
Sllied forces, for moving the troops. 
. At present they are not charging individ- 
uals any fare. 

“The track is well ballasted and it is 
equipped with a very heavy rail, but for 
some reason they make slow schedules, 
The road is also in running order from 
here toward Pekin for about twenty miles 
and has a double daily schedule, I am tola 
that it will not be very long before the 
entire line will be in repair through to 
the capital. 

“The soldiers have been sending a great 


deal of stuff home, therefore we have 
been ‘doing a flourishing business; but as 
many of the troops are booked to go to 
Manila, we will no doubt have a much 
easier time later on. The present indica- 
tions are that I will have to remain here 
this winter, and as there are about three 
months during the more seyere winter 
months that this port is frosen up, I have 
either got to get out very oon or re- 
main here until things thaw out in the 
spring. * 

‘On my arrival off Taku the sight of 


dullds and nationalities, to include nearly 
thirty men of war of the various nations, 
was certainly interesting, and probably 
will never be witnessed again under. like 
circumstances. Our boat anchored out 
about eighteen miles and we transferred 
to a smaller boat and come ashore. Ap- 
proaching the forts, we could see the flags 
of various nations. The forts were taken 
by the soldiers ot different countries, who 
stin hold them. 

“When I first Arrived it was difficult to 
get suitable quarters, as nearly every 
place had been engaged, and my late ar- 
rival made it hard for me to procure a 


tion. I finally landed in a nicely furnish- 
ed house just around the corner from 
the United States consul. We live m 
the office bullding and have been the envy 
of all, as we have a fine Chinese cook. 
We have been living like lords ever 
since. ! | 

“There is only one hotel in operation in 
the city, and it was so overrun with of- 
ficers that it was almost Impossible to get 
accommodation there when I first arrived. 
We have postal stations located at Pekin, 
Tien Tsin and Tongku. At Pekin the 
posta] station will be in a tent, as the 
soldiers there are to camp out.”

The Kentucky delegation will push this 
proposition. One of the most ardent ad- 
vocates of the division is Colonel W. C. 
P. Breckinridge, of Lexington. Editorial- 
ly in The Morning Herald he has urged 
Kentucky congressmen to take the mat- 
ter in hand.

States with but > exceptions, and they 

ithin the past three 
months a moral wave has swept over 
the town such as ia now prevalent in 
New York and Chicago, but from all in- 
dications the results will de onty tem- 
porary. Two months ago this city was 
notorious as a gambling center and 
knighta of the green cloth from all over 
the country were here. Faro banks, crap 
and poker games and roulette wheela 
could be found in every square of the 
downtown district. Two poolrooms were 
run in wide open fashion. More perhaps 
because the gamblers congregated on cer- 
tain streets and made it unpleasant for 
ladies to pass than for any other reason, 
was official attention called fo the mat- 
ter. 

A number of complaints were made to 
the authorities and a strict charge was 
given by Circult Judge Watts Parker to 
the grand jury. He instructed that the 
jury in finding indictments for gambling 
should take the more severe of alterna- 
tives and charge a felony and not a mis- 
demeanor. On a number of occasions 
gamblers had been arrested and fined 
without stopping the houses. The grand 
jury returned fully fifty indictments and 
at the opening of circuit court those 
charged were arraigned. Commonwealth's 
attorney, John R. Allen, arose and stated 
to the court that as gambling had been 
stopped no need presented itself of deal- 
ing harshly with the offenders, and he 
asked that the cases be continued indefi- 
nitely.

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OCCURRED IN GWINNETT 


Overcoat Perforated and One Shot 
Struck His Nose.

Captain Ware and a Comrade Almost 
Had Five Moonshiners in Their 


Deputy J. R. Ware. of, the internal rev- 
enue department, has returned from 
Gwinnett county, where on Friday he 
engaged in one of the most exciting raids 
recorded in this district in some time. 
When Captain Ware a red in the of- 
fice of Revenue Agent Gates yesterday, 
his overcoat bore the appearance of hav- 
ing gone through a military campaign. 
The coat contained about a dozen shot 
holes and there war a slight bruise on 
hia nose. 

The explanation of the diafigured over- 
coat and the bruise showed that Captain 
Ware had been the intended victim of 
a ‘vicious would-be assassin. He had 
been shot at several times by a moon- 
shiner with a double-barrel shotgun, but 
the only damage sustained by his person, 
was from one shot, which struck him on 
the rose. 

The account of the raid is very thrilling 
and shows to what dangers the officers 
are subjected to in their efforts to run 
to earth the violators of Uncle Sam's 
la ws. Captain Ware visited Gwinnett 
county the early part of the week and 
he had been there only a short time until 
he had succeeded !n destroying three il- 
licit stills, with comparativély little trou- 
ble. He then iearned that a still was 
being operated a short distance from 
Lawrenceville, and in company with John 
Brooks, a resident of that section, he 
started out on the man and whisky hunt. 

The two men finally located the still in 
a hollow at the foot of some densely 
wooded hills. They knew the sentinels 
were stationed about to warn the men 
in the still of the approach of strangers, 
and as there seemed no way by which 
the still could be reached without being 
discovered, they were nonplussed for a 
time. By careful maneuvering, however, 
they found a route to the object of their 
search, and the only possible way of en- 
tering the carefully guarded spot without 
‘being seen, go they thought. 

By moving cautiously and keeping well 
in the shadow of the trees, Captain Ware 
and Mr. Brooks soon found the still di- 
rectly in their pathway. And there in 
the still were five men, almost in their 
grasp. A plan of action was quickly 
agreed upon, and just as it was about 
to be put into execution a gunshot broke 
the gtillneag of the scene. This was 
closely followed by two or three addition- 
al shots, and Captain Ware's overcoat 
was peppered. A sting on the nose noti- 
fied him that he had been hit. Almost 
simultaneously with the report of the 
shots the five -moonshinera made a break 
for liberty. Mr. Moore gave chase, while 
Captain Ware ran in the direction of the 
ahots, which were fired from ‘the top of 
the hill. He caught a glimpse of a flee- 
ing figure and opened fire with his 4 
Colts revolver. o thinks one shot took 
effect, as he saya he saw the fugitive 
limp. 

The other moonshinera were too awift 
for Captain Ware's comrade, and knew 
the country so well that they made gooa 
their escape. The still and a quantity of 
beer and whisky, however, were destroy- 
ed. Large quantities of both liquida were 
also destroyed in the tree other raids, 
and the expedition is regarded ag quite 
success ful.

IN. CALDWELL-—May I correct some in- 
acturacies and Supply some omissions in 
your interesting article on the Caldwell 
family ? | 

The Rev. James Caldwell, youngest son 
of John Caldwell, the immigrant, could 
not. have been: one of the founders of 
Princeton qollege, for he was born in 178 
and the college of New Jersey, generally 
called Princeton college, because it moved 
to Princeton in 177, was chartered in 1747 
at Elizabethtown when James was thir- 
teen years old. He was graduated from 
Princeton in 1769. 

The article on the Caldwells states that 
he was murdered by British soldiers. He 
was murdered November 28, 1781, by an 
American soldier named Morgan, who was 
hanged for it January 29, 1782. Mra. James 
Caldwell was murdered by Tories June 8, 
1780, at Connecticut farms, which may 
have caused the miatake in the article. 

My authority for these statements is 
the History of Elisabeth, N. J.,“ by Rev. 
Edwin F. Hatfield (unfortunately out of 
print), which contains more about the 
fighting parson than I have seen else- 
where, including short histories’ of his 
children and the dedication of the Caldwell 
monument at Eligabeth, Novemben 24, 1845, 
by the Presbyterians and the Cincinnati 
of New Jersey. Hatfield thinks the fam- 
ily come from County Antrim and not 
County Derry, as the article states. I 
have long and vainly sought to establish 
the exact date of arrival at Newcastle of 
John Caldwell, his five children and his 
four brothers in law—Dougherty, Moore, 
Ritcbey and Dudgeon. , 

John Caldwell and William, presumably 
his eldest son, were members of the first 
court at the organization of Luxemburg 
in 1746, and the latter was then appointed 
to take a list of the tithables of the coun. 
ty and was mayor in 1766.

terity, for in 17388 the Rev. James Ander- 
son was sent by the synod of Philadelphia

‘The question is asked, What are you 
going to do with people who use money 
to corrupt business interests“ If. for 
um stance, it was true that a great insur- 
ence or a real estate company placed 
lerge sums of money each year in the 
hauds of one or the other present bosses, 
what are you going to say of the pre- 
cet? It ems to me that the moval 
sense of the American people is being 
deteriorated and eater awey, and our 
individual character and national life are 
being threatened. 

„What is the one dominant danger 
vbich exprerses itself and which salutes 
us from one end of this land to the oth- 
er? It is the need for gain. Touch what 
member you will in the great body pol- 
itie end you will find the question of 
gain bebind it. Listen to what scandal 
you may in the haunts of politicians, in 
the camps of soldiers, in the halle of 
fashion, the final standard in the whole 
Lusineses may be expressed by the dollar 
mark. Listen to a group of young girls, 
whose fresh youth one would think ought 


in the matter of their most tender and 


sacred affections to be as free from sor- 
dic instinct as from the taint of a god- 
less cynicism, and you will find that they 
have their price and are not to be had 
without it any more than a Circassian 
slave in the market at Bagdad. Go where

There are exceptional communi- 
ties in which the commercial spirit 
has gained too strong a hold, and there 
are certain business and personal rela- 
tions into which it has unduly entered. 
While these corrupt centers exist, as 
maelstroms in certain parts of the 
world, they no more give tone to so- 
ciety than does the maelstrom give 
character to the ocean. Whatever may 
exist in New York or in Newport, it 
must not be forgotten that this is a 
very large country—much of it outside 
of Manhattan island—and that there 
are 70,000. 000 people who do not live 
within the influences which the bishop 
denounces. 

The rule of commercial integrity, 
the country over, was never stronger 
There are poor men 
everywhere honestly administering the 
trusts reposed in them; there are rich 
men everywhere holding in their hands 
the fortunes of those who necessarily 
look to them. In merchandise, man- 
ufacturing and banking, the union 
over, there is as great an amount of 
integrity as could have been at any 
time. 

The bishop was most unfortunate in 
his assertion that the group of young 
girls have their price.”

We are not willing to accept such a 
characterization as correctly describ- 
ing those who have come under Bish- 
op Potter’s care, and we are very cer- 
tain that it does not designate those 
‘of this part of the union.

Others have insisted on our using India 
as our cotton growing colony, forgetting— 
if they ever knew—that Indias cotton ts 
coarse in Aber and that it is required at 
home. India, however, stands next is 
position to the United States as & cottea 
exporting country, but these exports are 
growing smaller and smaller, as there is 
more demand for home-grown fiber for 
the Indian cotton factories. 

The Indian crop produced 32,300,000 bales 
last year, but more than half was re 
tained at home; the bulk of the remainder 
went to Japan, and a very, small percen- 
age found its way to Europe. 

Space forbids the suggestion of other 
cotton fields being combated. Not that 
we object to these per se, but our present 
supply is fairly reliable, and the produc- 
tion of cotton in the states is such that 
even cheaper labor in other countries 
would fail to lower the cost. It is as 
well, if possible, not to be dependent 
upon one country for supplies, but ap- 
pearances point to this being largely the 
case for magy years to come. 

The Constitution has on more than 
one occasion drawn attention to this 
fact. All efforts made by England. 
France and Germany to develop new 
cotton fields have failed, and are only 
resorted to to give heart to lotal man- 
ufacturers, who otherwise. might come 
to the United States. They can only 
delay action—not prevent it—and the 
longer these manufacturers stay away, 
the more difficult it will become for 
them to get into a favorable location. 


Churches as Centers of Disease. 


A curious war against constantly 
closed churches as centers of disease 
has broken out in Chicago. 

The case is thus discussed by one of 
the sanitary inspectors: 

People in Chicago in general have had 
ÜUttle or no idea of the great physical 
evil which has been caused continuously 
by the nundreds of ill ventilated churches 
in this city. There is not one church in a 
hundred which is vontilated as it should 
be. That may seem pretty strong, but it 
is a fact. Did you ever sit in a church 
and notice the number of coughs which 
you hear coming from every part of the 
edifice? Those coughs are not caused by 
fresh alr in the church. You never hear 
those coughs in.the theaters, do you? No, 
the theaters are better ventilated, be- 
cause they are opened oftener and have 
more exits and windows which can be 
opened. You see, the windows and doors 
of the churches are slammed shut as soon 
as service is over and all of the foul air 
ja tightly imprisoned, and, like a disease 
breeding monster, it lies in wait for the 
people until they come again into the 
church auditorium, | 

The principal auditorium of the church 
is the place of the offense, When church 
is over on Sunday thie big room is locked 
up fast and tight until the @me for church 
on the following Sunday. All of the 
prayer meetings, assemblies of societies, 
etc., which take place during the week 
convene in the basement of the large 
churches or in the small rooms built for 
that purpose. It seems as if special pro- 
vision had been made against opening or 
ventilating the large apartment where 
church is held.”’ 

This should furnish a suggestion to 
places outside of Chicago, where the 
same conditions prevail. Churches, 
filled for an hour with a great throng 
of people, then suddenly elosed up and 
the fetid air imprisoned, must be breed - 
ing places of disease such as need at- 
tention. 
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Trade with Germany. 

A good deal of anxiety seems to have 
been wasted with reference to the 
trade relations between the United 
States and Germany. 

It will be remembered that a fear 
was expressed some months ago that 
certain trade restrictions proposed in 
Germany might seriously interrupt the 
commercial relations between that 
country and the United States, and es- 
pecially decrease our exports to that 
country in agricultural products. Fig- 
ures just issued by the treasury bureau 
of statistics show that our exports to 
Germany in the ten months ending 
with October, 1900; were $27,000,000 
greater than those of the correspond- 
ing months of last year, an increase of 
about 20 per cent; and that our imports 
from Germany show an increase of 
$8,000,000, a gain of over 10 per cent. 

Of the forty great articles which 
compose the bulk of our exports to 
Germany more than two-thirds show 
an increase in 1900 as compared with 
1899. Those which show the principal 
decrease are hog products, corn, wheat, 
fertilizers and certain lines of machin- 
ery. Those which show an increase are 
cotton, flour, fruits, tobacco, timber, 
mineral_oils, cotton seed oll, ollcake 
and meal, tallow, paraffine, rosin, tur- 
pentine, coal, copper, builders’ hard- 
ware, scientific and electric instru- 


ments, agricultural implements, care | 


and furniture. 

Copper shows am increase of more 
than $3,000,000, mineral oils, $2,000,000; 
tobacco and agricultural implements, 
nearly $1,000,000 each, and manufac- 
tured cotton over $28,000,000; while in 
the list of articles which show a de- 
crease there are but two cases in which 
the falling off is Gs much as $1,000,000 
—corn showing a reduction of a little 
more than $1,000,000 and wheat a lit- 
tle more than $2,000,000. 

Altogether, therefore, the trade con- 
ditions are highly favorable.

When the time comes 
for discussing the utility of these 
branches I shall be ready to show how 
many hours are given in progressive 
schoole elsewhere to improving the 
health of pupils and to the practical 
side of their education. If, indeed, our 
curriculum be too full, it seems to me 
that it is because we give too much time 
to multiplication of abstract rules, to 
unintelligent rote-methods, methods that 
are cumbersome, burdensome, unhealth- 
ful and wasteful. 

I oppose the present methods of teach- 
ing grammar because they do not teach 
what they set out to teach. In spite of 
the various objections that can be men- 
tioned, many people would justify our 
present methods, could it be shown that 
they were successful. But this, the only 
plea that could justify them, cannot be 
made, as the contrary is the case. For 
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correctly. In proof of this broad asser- 
tion, I propose to submit to the board of 
education at its next meeting copies of 
correspondence had with those in au- 
thority, whose opportunity to observe 
and ability to pass judgment cannot be 
questioned. 

I oppose teaching grammar to a young 
child on the ground that the training 
which a child is to get should be what 
is essentially designed for him in his un- 
ripe condition. Children are different 
from adults, not merely in size, stature, 
strength and experience, but much more 
in the inefficient development of their 
organs. In educational matters we have 
been treating them as adults of a small- 
er size; whereas, they are different from 
adults in every element which goes to 
make up the final state of maturity. The

He paid a high tribute 
to the pec ple of the south, especially the 
noble women for the. unselfish work 
2 have done in teaching and train- 
ng. : 

Some facts brought out in Dr. Fris- 
sell’s address were 
The first principle of the institute, he 
said, was to show the moral bearing of 
labor in the formation of character, Ne- 
groes and Indians were by nature averse 
to work, The negro, whose ancestors 
lived’ in a land where wants were few, 
and where manual labor was almost un- 
known, has always considered work 
against his principles. The Indian 
theught it well enough for his squaw to 
work, but deemed labor beneath his 
dignity. These people imagined that ed- 
ucation wonld free them entirely from 
labor. The Hampton institute makes its 
puplis feel that he who does not work 
will not amount to much: It cultivates 
a love of work from the vory derin- 
ning. In tts kindergarten the children 
learn to wash and iron with miniature 
tubs and implementa and all through 
the course this idea of work is carricd 
out—the all-around training of learning 
to live<-to work with their hands. 

“An Indian of Hampton said once we 
learn to hoe onicns and to pray.“ This 
is a principle of the school. “But both 
education anid religion must touch 
ground,” sald Dr. Frissell: it must come 
in contact with dally Me.“ The pupil 
must bave knowledgs of actual life and 
actval things. The institute aims to in- 
spire its pupils with the love of home. 


and to make them householders; to send 


tem to the country, where they may 
own lend and build, and teach the rest 
of the race what they have learned. 
“During the last six years,” sald Dr. 
Frissell, “there are three times more of 
these homes in the co int tes of Virginia 
than were there before.” He showed 
how the criminal classes came from the 
ches, end so the inatitute alms to in- 
spire a love of home in the country. 


He poke of the great school of trades 


at the institute, where agriculture, 
dairying, as well as all the trades, are 
taught. A model farm with a barn is 
run by the pupils, who thus learn prac-

No girl is 
Graduated from the institute until she 
has cooked a meal and learned how to 
sew. The institute strives to improve 
the negro by sending out young people 
of their own race to teach them how to 
work and how to live.

They 
do not know whether this is because fam- 
ily prayers have almost ceased, or are 
said to have done so, or whether their 
place is being taken by teachers’ Bibles, 
the sales of which are rapidly increasing. 
Some years since Bibles bore the Oxford 
imprint. Now almost all of the best Bi- 
bles are manufactured in this country. 
Some plates are brought from England, 
but for the most part these are reserved 
to print the cheaper Bibles for the use of 
the Bible societies. One can buy Bibles 
at $400 a copy, but the Bible trade says 
the average price paid nowadays for Bi- 
bles is about $1. Apart from the Ameri- 
can Bible Society and its auxiliaries, the 
public absorbs about two million copies 
a year. Hence the general public of 
the Unite States spend §$2,000(\%0 
a year for Bibles at this end of this 
century. It fs not so great & sum as it 
spende for tobacco or some other things, 
but Bible sellers say it is a greater amount 
than ever befdre, and one that is steadily 
increasing.—From Highways and Byways,

Dr. G. Campbell Morgan Wi!l Take

Mr. William R. Moody, the son of the“ 
evangelist, who has permanently under- 
taken the conduct of the Moody enter- 
prises, has just returned from a quick 


journey to London, whither he went to 
close matters with the Rev. G. Campbell 
Morgan. In a talk with him upon his ar- 
rival he discloses a few of the plans for 
the coming year, and tella some history. 
Bays he: 

„Mr. Morgan ia not coming here to take 
up mv kfather's work. Mr. Morgan feels 
that he must do the work before him in 
his own way. He will leave his present 
church on February Ist and will come 
here in time for a spring tour of some 
principal cities, although definite plans 
are not yet arranged. Of course, he will 
be at Northfield next summer, which will 
insure the meetings there being much the 
same as they have been in the past. He 
will not, I beligve, undertake great tasks 
at once, but will spend some little time 
in consultation with leaders of religious 
thought and activity here. 

„1 shall not relinquish any work which 
my father thought I ought to take upon 
my shoulders, and which I have tried to 
maintain since his death. There is noed- 
ed, we think, a man for details and man- 
agement, and I shall try to be that man. 
The schools are growing, and were never 
so full of students as at the present time, 
nor were it ever before true that so many 
worth’ young people had to be turned 
away for lack of room. Mr. Morgan wil! 
not attend to the educational work, but 
will undertake evangelistic work at 
Northfield and throughout the country. 
We felt that such a man is needed, and

“No, I do not expect him to undertake 
labor in behalf of the endowment fund 
for the schools.

This is a 
remarkable projection of Christian ef- 
fort, and I only wish it could be dupli- 
cated here. Mr. Morgan will, I believe, 
work rather more with, for and among 
Christian workers, teaching them how to 
reach others, than my father used to do, 
although I am not quite.sure I understand 
the methods fully. The most I can say 
now is that he will work in his own 
way, a way not unfamiliar here, and I 
feel sure will adapt himself to the most 
modern plans. He comes with much en- 
thusiasm, and that not on a sudden im- 
pulse, for discussion of the matter was 
had with him last summer. Yes, he is 
Fully recovered in health, and we feel 
he comes here a growing man.“

failed. The ways and means committee, 
through its chal.ran, Ea L. Wight, 
strongly recommended the reduction of 
the rate on the ground that property 
values in Georgia had increased over .- 
000,000 in the last year and that with such 
an increase a tax of two mills would 
more than raise the $800,000 appropriated 
to schools. 

It was intended by the steering commit- 
tee that the tax act should be taken up 
im tely after the reading of com- 
mittee reports, but the bill was not reach- 
ed before noon and hence but little prog- 
réss coul i be made with it. :

creased comfort and convenience to the 
public. A recent illustration of this is 
the new electric elevated third-rail sys- 
tem, which runs from the battery to Har- 
lem at the rate of twenty miles an hour 
and reduces the schedule time between 
the two points ten minutes below any 
previous record. This is a great thing 
tog New York pepple, so many of whom 
live at long distances from the city and 


—— dependent on the elevated 
syst go to and from their work, 

It nutri n newcomer as very curious 
to see the moving stairways in use at 
some of the elevated stations. There is 
one now at Twenty-third atreet and 
several up in Harlem. “Escalators” they 
are called, and they remind one of the 
moving sidewalks at the Chicago fair. 
Contrary to the rule that all that goes 
up must come down,” the escalator only 
carries its passengers up. It js like those 
funny little old European “lifts” in this 
respect. 

In a few months, it is said, the revolv- 
ing stairways will be put at all the 
stations, these first being experimental. 
The one at Twenty-third street has proved 
a great success so far, carrying five thou- 
sand people per hour. 

I hear that it is through the generosity 
of Miss Helen Gould that one was put at 
Fifty-ninth street. Certainly there could 
be no more practical charity nor one 
which will more directly and immediately 
benefit the tired masses of working people 
who daily drag their weary weight up 
the long and tedious flights of steps. 

The same invention has been introduced 
into some of the big department stores 
and has proved practical and satisfactory 
in every respect. The device is simple 
and safe, and while it can never sup- 
plant the elevator, yet may be used in 
connection with it as an added conve- 
nience. 

The concern reminds one of a minia- 
ture “‘shoot the chutes,” only the ascent 
is attended with absolutely no danger and 
no excitement. The inclined floor moves 
slowly, very slowly, and the railing to 
which the passenger holds during the rise 
moves with it. The whole thing is a 
very businesslike arrangement. Its infe- 
riority to the elevator lies in the fact that 
only one story can be accomplished at a 
time, and that with less speed. On the 
other hand, it runs continuously, wheth- 
er used or not, and never has to be 
waited for and is never full“ or crowded. 

Shrewdness and hustle enter into every- 
thing in this busy step lively,” “hold 
fast’? community. The dullard and the 
laggard better stick to his plodding 
plow share in the peaceful country, for 
he cannot compete with the smart sophis- 
ticated little city gamin. Even people of 
the, most mediocre caliber are imbued 
with this spirit of enterprise. 

I saw an illustration of this the other 
night in a street car driver—for even in 
up-to-date New York they have a few 
horse care yet. The Broadway cable got 
out of ux and a long line of cars were 
blockaded at Union Square. A shifty 
car driver in the line, impatient of delay, 
simply drove his car off the track into 
the atreet and it bumped along for half 
a block like a mammoth omnibus until it 
reached the Fourteenth street track be- 
yond. Each succeeding horse car did 
the same, and thus furnished the only 
means of conveyance at that point for an 
hour or more. The first fersile brained 
driver certainly ought to turn his talents 
in a more profitable direction. 


The new sensation for the play-goer is 
the excellent production of “The Gay 
Lord Quex” at the Criterion.

Soldiers and citizens had just retired 
and were suddenly-aroused by volleys of 
Mausers and Remingtons from three dif- 
ferent directions. Realising that our 
house of nipa and bamboo afforded no 
protection against the deadly bullets 
which could be heard clipping the trees 
outside, we decided that it would be 
just as well if we sought cover behind 
the stone wall of the hospital, which is 
just across the street. 1 hurriedly threw 
«a blanket around me. Major Grandy 
seized our little boy in his arms and we 
retired to the hospital (I fear not in good 
order). 

Meanwhile the insurgents were keep- 
ing up a vigorous fire, which was liber- 
ally returned fy our men. This kept up 
for fifteen minutes, which to me seemed 
hours. The hissing note of the passing 
Remington bullet is neither a thing of 
beauty nor a joy forever. ‘The remainder 
of the night was spent on stretchers in 
the basement, where we were at least 
safe if not comfortable. This method of 
night attack is an old trick of the in- 
surgents, who are poor marksmen, even 
in the day time, so casualties are rare.

New York, December 8.—There was very lit- 
tle active trading in stocks today and the ehar- 
acter of the market remained about the same 
as for several days past.

FROM AN ENGLISH VIEWPOINT. 


When the City Imperial Volunteers re- 
turned from the war a few weeks ago the 
Hooligan went a step further than he 
had ventured to go before. This letter to 
the editor of one of the conservative pa- 
pers soon afterwards presents one view 
of what happened: 

“Is it not time that all true citizens, 
that all true Christians and that all true 
Englishmen set thelr faces steadfastly 
against any more public ‘demonstrations 
of the kind that we have witnessed late- 
ly? However patriotic and loyal we may 
feel, and however much we may desire 
to welcome our gallant soldiers home in 
a fitting manner, yet it is imperative that 
such ecenes as were witnessed on ‘Mafe- 
king Day’ and on Monday afternoon and 
evening last be not repeated. On Mon- 
day it was almost impossible for a lady 
or any respectable woman to be in the 
crowd in certain parts of the city without 
being opeply insulted; and later in the 
afternoon and evening such awful sights 
and scenes took place that no one but 
actual eyewitnesses would believe such 
things possible In this so-called ‘Christian 
country.’ The police, although they dia 
their best, were 133 powerless to cope 
with the immensé crowds, and ‘ruffianism’ 
had a free hand. Drunkenness, immoral- 
ity and indecency of every kind; theft, 
Hoollganlam and crime—these are at pres- 
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ent the chief results of a day devoted tp 
a ‘welcome or dcmonstration.’ ” 
POWERLESSNESS OF THE POLICE. 

It seoms to an impartial observer that 
the writer of that letter drew it rather 
strong, but there could be little doubt 
about the fact that the dense crowds that 
took possession.of Pall Mall and the 
Strand after the little parade wag over, 

and had everything their own way untl 
8 o'clock the next morning, were largely 
tinctured with a sinister element that was 
busily taking note of the powerlessness 
of the police, . 

In the daytime a force of 27,000 militia 
and police had been wholly unable to keep 
the crowds in check, and the home-com- 
ing volunteers, instead of marching proud- 
ly down the streets, had to struggle in 
single file through a squirming, panting, 
suffering mass of humanity. At night 
every police officer in the carnival was 
tickled under tke chin with a peacock 
feather by at least one person in every 
twenty that passed him. He saw every 
girl who chose to walk in the street hug- 
ged, kissed and pulled about by every 
young man who could get within reach of 
her.

He rarely smokes a 
pipe like Bis more law-abiding brethren, 
but nearly always has @ cigarette in his 
mouth. His costume has distinctive

The American flour is far superior to 
that made by the Chinese. The Chinese 
flour has a dark yellow color, and for 
this reason the people do not like it in 
cakes. 

HOW THEY MAKE FLOUR. 

On the farms of the interior the wheat 
is ground between stones, which are 
turned about by the women of the fam- 
ily. In all the small towns there are lit- 
tle flour mills. I visited one of the the 
other day. It was moved by two water 
buffaloes, each wearing wooden cups as 
big as a saucer over his eyes to blind him 
as he dragged around the mill stones. 
The stones were of the size of the largest 
cart wheel. They rested one on the top 
of the other, and the grain was poured 
through a sort of a boxlike funnel into 
a hole in the top stone, the flour flowing 
out at the bottom. In the same room 
two half ed Chinese were bolting the 
meal, shaking the bolting cloth by rolling 
Wack and forth a log to which it was at- 
tached. They kept the cloth moving by 
hopping up and down upon pegs driven 
into the lag. 


ot flour grinding in interior China. Nearly 
every flour store has machinery of this 
kind in the rear, and sometimes a dozen 
sets of stones will be moved by as many 
bullocks. 

A BIG AMERICAN FLOUR MILL. 

The only modern flour mills of China 
are at Shanghai and at Wuhu, on the 
Yangtse Kiang, about 240 mfies north of 
here. The Shanghai mill will soon be 
doing a big business. It has been put up 
by a practical American miller, with the 
finest of American machinery. It has all 
the latest improv2ments, electrical and 
otherwise, and it ig, I am told, as good 
as any mill in Minneapolis, though not so 
large. It has cost about $100,000, is owned 
by Chinese, operated by Chinese capital, 
and will be fed with Chinese wheat. The 
Chinese proprietors visited the United 
Statea, carrying two or three bushels of 
wheat along with them to see whether 
our machinery would work equally well 
with their grain. The amount brought 
was so small that no test could be made, 
but there is no doubt as to the success ofr 
the undertaking. 

CHINA’S BIG BREAD BASKET. 

One of the big bread baskets of the Chi- 
nese empire is the great plain which ex- 
tends north of the Yangtse. There are 
hundreds of miles of this region which are 
cqvered with wheat. The plain from north 
to south is as long as from New York to 
Cleveland. It is almest as wide as from 
New York to Pittsburg, and a great part 
of it contains good wheat soll. Much of 
the land is too high for irrigation, but the 
soil is so rich that in ordinary reasons it 


prcduces good crops. 


I had a chat the other day with Captain

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W. W. Rich, the foreign adviser to Sheng, 
the head of the Chinese imperial rallways. 
Captain Rich has traveled over most of 
the empire, surveying railroads and re- 
porting on mines and other matters for 
Sheng. He is from Minneapolis, and 
ought to know wheat when he sees it. 
Said he: 

The wheat fields of the greate Chinese 
pla.ns remind me of the bonanza farms of 
the Dakotas. They extend on and on for 
miles. There are no fences and no barns— 
nothing but wheat! wheat! wheat! Here 
and there is a clump of trees. Each of 
the tree clumps marks a Chinese village, 
ranging in size from a few houses up to 
hundreds. The farmers live in the vil- 
loges and go out from them to their work. 
The land is owned in small patches, but 
= the stranger it has no visible bounda- 

es. 

“Is the country thickly populated?” 

Tes.“ replied Captain Rich. “Much 
more thickly than I supposed at first. I 
was surprised at the number of people 
in a village. The families are large, and 
you find eight or ten persons in one 
Nearly every village belongs to 
a clan or family. It has its head men, 
who act as their governors, and who are 
well posted on all matters connected with 
their localities. I talked with many of 
these old men. They told me that it took 
all the wheat they could raise to feed 
the local population. They could not give 
me any encouragement as to export. You 
see, I was looking up freight for a possi- 
ble railroad. I asked them what they 
did when they had a big crop. They an- 
swered that they stored it in public 
granaries against the times of famine.’’ 


HOW THE CHINESE CULTIVATE 


WHEAT. | 

During a house boat trip up the Yangtse 
valley I passed through a wheat region, 
not so large as that of the great plain, 
but big enough to show me something of 
Chinese wheat culture. The wheat is in 
small patches. It is cultivated in a way 
that would surprise our bonanza farmers, 
The grain is first sowed in seed beds and 
the stalks transplanted, plant by plant, 
like rice. The stalks are set out in rows 
about six inches apart, in little bunches 
of five or six stalks. The crop is kept 
free from weeds. It is hoed and sprinkled 
with liquid manure, j 

In the larger wheat regions which Cap- 
tain Rich saw the wheat is sown with 
rude drills which drop three rows at a 
time . The crop is hoed and scientifically 
cultivated, although the plowing is very 


shallow. 


several hundred miles above here in 
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“The Wheat Is Ground in Mills Turned by the Women ' 
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the Yangtse valley the farmers plant 
their wheat in hills. They hoe it regular- 
ly and weed it. They cut it with a 
sickle and flall it out on a threshing 
floor. 

They have a curious way of manuring 
the wheat. They feed the crop rather 
than the land. The chief dry manure is 
the dropping of cows or buffaloes. Lit- 
tle girls run about through the fields 
and along the roads and gather up this 
filthy stuff with their hands. They bring 
it home in baskets and there mold it into 
balls, which they throw against the walls 
of the house. As the balls strike they 
flatten out into great splotches about 
the thickness of a fat buckwheat cake 
and stick to the wall. When dry they 
are pulled off and piled up. As the time 
for planting wheat approaches these 
manure cakes are arranged in layers 
with dirt between‘them. Over the whole 
straw is spread and the pile is set fire 
to. The cakes smoNer as they burn, 
and the smoke is so filtered through the 
dirt that it leaves the most of the fertili- 


ing ashes in it. At the end the ashes 
— dirt form a finely pulverized sand 
or dust. This is mixed ‘with the wheat 
and dropped by the handful in the hills. 
The mixture is such that a handful of 
dirt is just fit for one hill. 


A BIG CHANCE’ FOR AMERICAN 
CORN 


Uncle Sam shoud profit by the ap- 
proaching, famine to introduce American 


corn. The beggers will be legion, and: 
thousands will starve. Ship loads of corn 
might be sent and the food thus intro- 
duced. Sooner or later China will be our 
greatest corn market. When the Nicara- 
«va canal is completed the chief fleet of 
the Pacific Wil be the corn fieet. Hun- 
dreds of steamers will then carry Indian 
corn from the Mississippi valley to the 
countless millions on the opposite side of 
the Pacific. Asia has more than a halt 
billion people who want the cheapest food 
that wijl sustain life. 

There is no cereal that has as much 
nutriment as corn. It is better and 
cheaper than wheat, rice or any other, 
and we can raise enough to supply the 
world. Our corn crop is our biggest 
crop. We raise about two billion bushels 
every year, and even as things now are 
this has a value almost double that of the 
wheat crop. With the Increased demand 
from Asia it wil be worth much more 
and the area can be so increased that we 
can feed the world, At present about 
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three-fourths of our corn is consumed in 
the United States, while about half our 
wheat is exported, In the future there 
will be as great a demand for corn as for 
wheat. 

THE FAMINE AN OPENING WEDGE. 
The coming famine should be the open- 
ing wedge. There will be a great demand 
for cheap bread stuffs, and if corn can be | 
gent out at a low price it can be sold. A 
large amount could be given away at a 
profit. The cooks here are organized into 
a trades union or guild, which stretches 


\ throughout the empire. If a few of these 


cooks were taught how to prepare the 
product for the public restaurants, tre 
food might soon become popular. It 
could be also given out through the fam- 


me kitchens and charitable restaurants, 
which at such times are often estabtisn- 
ed by the Chinese, and in this way might 
get a foothold which would ve permanent. 

So far our people have not appreciated 
this market. Some of the Chinese have 
tried to get corn and falled. It was only 
last year that one of them. according to 
John Fowler. the United states consu! at 
Chefoo. sent an order to the United 
States for 0,000 bushela of our corn. He 
offered to nay $75,000 in gold ror it provid- 
ed it was delivered in ten weeks. but not- 
withstanding this. Consul Fowler could 
not find an American who would take the 
order. He cabled the offer to the state 
cdepastment at Washington, but got no re- 
Ply. Either the state department could 
not find an American who cared to sell 
60,000 bushels of corn at $1.25 4 bushel, or. 
what is more likely. it did not think the 
matter worth notice. In closing his re- 
2 to the department, Consul Fowler 
said: 

“It seemed no one wanted to sen corn, 
yet this offer was for fifteen hundred tone 
and if carried through it would have 
opened up a market of twenty-nine'million 
people who subsist on that article of diet 
entirely.’’ 

Consul Fowler says that the people of 
Shangtung know all about corn. They 
raise a great deal, but there was a failure 
of crops last year and the present crop 
is short. Chinese shelled torn in 1899 was 
one-third rubbish, and still it was bring- 
ing enough to lead to this offer of $1.2 
a bushel for fifteen hundred tons of an 
article the merchants had not seen. Two 
other large orders were received at the 
same time, and that part of China was 
apparently ready for American corn. The

Indianapolis Sentinel: The supreme 
court of Michigan has made a decision 
that ia valuable as throwing light on the 
question when a man may reasonabiy 
consider his wife insane. A wife brought 
suit against her husband on the ground of 
cruelty, predicating the charge on an at- 
tempt made by her husband to have her 
committed to an insane asylum. The hus-

him. On appeal the supreme court held 
that the action on the part of the hus- 
band did not constitute cruelty. The court 
said they were convinced that the wife 
became intensely jealous of her husband 
without just cause, and the application to 
have her adjudged insane was made in 
good faith, and in the belief that the 
state ts attributing 4mproper conduct 
to the husband were induced by an unset- 
tled mind. The volume of reportsa con- 
taining the decision will doubtless be in 
great demand by men who wish to pre- 
gent it to their wives on Christmas.

VARIED USES OF AIR FORCE. 

Another remarkable use for compressed 
airis to paint houses. The great appra'‘s- 
ers’ stores in New York city and the main 
buildings at the Chicago world's fair 
were painted by means of liquid paint 
forced through the nozzle of a tube, by 
means of air pressure.
